Geytiemen: The Board of Trustees of Public Schools hereby submit their 
report of their proceedings, and the condition of the Schools, for the year 


1856-57, 
NUMBER OF SCHOOLS. 


The whole number of Schools of all grades is thirty-one. These represent 
forty divisions or departments, and are under the care of forty Teachers and four 
Sub-assistant Teachers. Four of these are see as Male District Schools, holding 
an intermédiate position between the High and Grammar Schools of the northern 
cities. These Schools are taught by gentlemen well qualified to instruct, assisted 
in two of them by accomplished ladies. Four are known as Female Departments 
of the District Schools, but are in fact, in all respects, separate and distinct, under 
the care of talented and highly educated ladies, teaching the same branches as are 
taught in the Male District Schools, and in some of them higher branches. 
Four are known as Male Primary Schools, where boys are taught, separated from 
the refining and humanizing influences attendant upon and so happily resulting 
from their being associated with the opposite sex. Two of these last mentioned 
are taught by ladies, as principals, in one of which is also a lady assistant; and 
two by gentiemen. The superior adaptation of woman to instruct this class of 

upils, is most happily exemplified by the superior excellence of the former 
Behools over the latter. 

As special reference is more than once made to female teachers, the Board beg 
leave to embody here the following, taken from the Report of the School Com- 
mittee of Framingham, Massachusetts : 

“ Females seem to be better adapted by nature to the work of teaching. There 
is more truth than hyperbole in a remark recently made to a body of teachers by 
Dr. Wayland, that ‘it is a rare thing to find a man who has a gift for teaching, 
and it is an equally rare thing to find a woman who cannot teach well.’ Itis ‘a 
rare thing’ to find men who have a peculiar tact for teaching the young. Expe- 
rience evinces their adaptation to their ordinary and appropriate pursuits. A 
larger proportion of men are found to distinguish themselves for ability and suc- 
cess in other departments of life than in the profession of teaching. But a small 
number of male teachers leave their impress clearly marked upon their pupils. 
They lack the requisite patience and perseverance in little things—the quick dis- 
cernment of character—the sympathy and sensibility to penetrate the youthful 
spirit and arouse its dormant faculties. Above all, they are destitute of those de- 
licate arts which are so requisite to win the affections of children, to call forth and 
direct their earliest aspirations, and to impart the requisite impulse to their minds. 
Cheerfulness and enthusiasm, courtesy and kindness, and the power of easy, 
quiet, unconscious influence, are requisities indispensable to the attractiveness,

tion that delicate and timid women will not succeed so well in ine government of 
a School in which rough and refractory boys are gathered eta Ais is the 
most common and plausible objection, and is worthy of respect consideration, 
It was formerly supposed that physical strength was a prime c eres ofa 
good disciplinarian, and that brute force was the chief agency in School govern. 
ment. The objection under consideration has some affinity to this antiquated no- 
tion. Horace Mann has well said, ‘A man may keep a difficult School by meang 
of authority and physical force ; a woman can do it only by dignity of character, 
and such a superiority in attainment as is too conspicuous to be questioned.” A 
silent moral power ought to reign in the school-room, rather than ostentatious ang 
coercive measures. Its influence is more happy, effective, and permanent, 
Corporeal punishments may be used as a dernier resort in extreme cases. But 
true wisdom and skill in School government consists in the prevention, rather 
than in the punishment, of offences—in cultivating the better feelings of our na- 
ture—truthfulness, generosity, kindness, and self-respect. Such influences wo- 
men are preéminently fitted to wield. Refined and ladylike manners, with a mel- 
low and winning voice, will exert a peculiar Sway even upon the rudest and most 
unmannerly youth. ‘There is a silent power in the very face of a Teacher beam- 
ing with love for her pupils and enthusiasm in her noble work.” x 
The number of lady teachers is annually increasing, in this and other cities, 
and it should be a subject of great congratulation to parents, that the purity and 
gracefulness of female character are brought to bear upon the impressible minds 
of the young. ; 
The remaining eighteen are graded as Primary Schools, holding an intermediate 
position between the Primary and Grammar Schools of the northern cities, and are 


taught by eighteen ladies as principals and seven ladies as assistants. The advan- 


tages of creating large Schools are too apparent to need more than a few passing 
remarks. As a mere question of economy, it is one of considerable importance,., 
there being a saving in teachers’ compensation, of fifty dollars for each assistant 
appointed against that of a principal. Thus, in the Second District, under the 
Methodist church south, there are two hundred and forty pupils taught by two 
principal teachers at three hundred and fifty ($350) dollars per annum each, and 
two assistant teachers at three hundred ($300) dollars per annum each. Had the 
room and other circumstances been favorable, an additional saving of fifty dollars 
($50) would have been made, by rating one of the principals as assistant. In an 
educational point it presents advantages of still higher merit, for here we find the 
classification more perfect and the education more thorough. Where one 
teacher has to go from the lowest studies, as spelling in words of one or two syl- 
lables only, up to geography, arithmetic, and history, she must either neglect. 
Some studies or pupils, or possess a versatility of talent, anda compass and elasti- 
city of mind, rarely found in one person. “The advantages resulting from this 
system are apparent even in our limited plan of placing, when practicable, two 
teachers in a School and dividing the labors, but in other cities where this system 
is carried out more completely, by collecting several teachers in one building, and 
still further dividing the labors, there is a still greater advancement. Parenta do

tions, which concern the future mental and physical welfare of our children. 
Shall our means be bestowed on charities or necessaries? Almshouses are neces- 
sary for the poor of the community, so are shool-houses for our children. The 
erection of a suitable asylum for the unfortunate is an eminently praiseworthy 
object, commending itself warmly to the best feelings of our nature ; the ibe 
of suitable places for the physical, mental, and moral training of our children is a 
matter of far greater importance, and if we would ae few thousands to 
procure the latter, it would to « great extent remove t stirs of appropriating 
many thousands to provide for the former. If the city is not able to build suitable 
houses now, let the Councils authorize the Board to lease for a term of years 
buildings which would be erected for school purposes by private enterprise. The 
Board now rent by the year; had they the authority to rent or lease for a term of 
years, suitable buildings could be procured at even a less rate than is now paid 
for small and unsuitable buildings; and the expenses of heating and keeping the 
rooms in proper order would be greatly lessened.

TEACHERS. 


As a corps, a more conscientious and industrious set of teachers cannot be 
found. During the School year just ended each has evidently striven harder to 
improve his or her School, and more has unquestionably been accomplished than 
during any previous year. During the year several changes have taken place, all 
of which were by resignation with one exception. Two ladies have resigned on 
account of marriage, and the Board truly wish that they may be as happy as 
heads of families as they were successful as teachers. Miss F. L. Henshaw, who 
had for some time had charge of Primary School No. 3, Second District, resigned 
in consequence of having married, and Miss Kate McCarthy, Assistant in Primary 
No. 2 of the same District, was promoted to fill the vacancy. Miss McCarthy 
had been an assistant for some four or five years, and had always discharged her 
duties to the great satisfaction of the Board, and they rejoiced in the opportunity 
of rewarding by a promotion so conscientious and worthy a young lady; and the 
opinion is confidently entertained that she will hold a prominent place in the front 
rank of good teachers. Miss Laura A. Reed was elected to fill the vacancy in 
No. 2 created by Miss McCarthy’s promotion ; Miss Read has a talent for teach- 
ing, and in time will make a very successful teacher. In February Miss G. 

ells, Principal of Primary No. 1, First District, resigned her charge, she also 
having married. Miss M. J. Ritchie, Assistant in Primary No. 3, was promoted 
to fill the vacancy, and Miss H. H. Slater, the Sub-assistant in the Second Dis- 
trict, and who had lately passed an excellent examination, was promoted to the 
place lately filled by Miss Ritchie, where she has succeeded beyond the expecta~ 
tions of the Board.” In January Mr. W. W. McCathran, Assistant in Third 
District School, was placed temporarily in charge of the School, and Miss E. 
Parsons, Principal of Primary No. 1, Second District, was promoted to be an 
Assistant in the Third District School, vice McCathran promoted; and Miss 
Isabelle F. Acton, who had for several years been a faithful and highly successful 
Assistant in Primary No. 1 of the Third District, was very cheerfully promoted 
to be Principal of Primary No. 1 of the Second District; and Miss Lydia E. 
Choate elected to fill the vacancy in the Third District created by Miss Acton’s 
promotion. In February Primary School No. 5, Third District, was formed into 
a double school, and Miss Laura R. Hilton, Principal of No. 2, was transferred

This is an extremely important topic; one which has not only received the 
careful consideration of the Trustees, of this city, but elsewhere, as well as sound 
advice from eminent physiologists everywhere. In the Boston Medical and Sur- 
gical Journal for September, 1848, an intelligent writer says: ‘‘ If but half the

“Children are likewise sent to School at too early an age, and are kept in the 
houses too long each day. ‘ All work and no play,’ is universally acknowledged 
to be injurious; whilst all play and no labor is destructive to all moral progres- 
sion. A judicious medium in our Primary Schools is the great desideratum. 
* * * * * * * 2 + * * 
‘Mr. George Combe, the Scotch philosopher, at a public lecture in the Sweden- 
burgian Chapel, in this city, some years since, declared, unhesitatingly, that the 
whole course of female education here was radically bad. Girlhood, in Boston, 
instead of being an epoch of freedom, is made up of an uninterrupted series of les- 
sons, either from books or the piano. Misses and young ladies, therefore, are 
pale, feeble, slender, sickly creatures, positively cheated out of the birth-right of 
good health, the choicest of all temporal blessings. They are unfitted, by a per- 
verse plan of education, for the demands of a variable climate and the incidents 
and circumstances of the social relations. They are all mind, without a body to 
sustain it. The sweeping mortality of the fairest flowers in this unnaturally cul- 
tivated garden of intellect, throughout New England, is due to this mistaken and 
unfortunate plan of education. Physicians are called upon to deprecate and pro- 
test against a system So ruinous to health, happiness, and usefulness.” 

Such suggestions, together with the results of their own experience and observa- 
tion, led the Board early in the year to one session daily in the Schools, and that 
as short as circumstances would permit, with stated intermissions during the ses- 
sion. The Board believe that both teachers and pupils have been greatly bene- 
fited by the change, and the time made in the Schools much increased. The 
Trustees would suggest that the 7th section of the “ Act in relation to Public 
Schools”? be so modified as to make the legal school-age to be between seven and 
seventeen years, instead of six and sixteen, as now.

CONGRESSIONAL AID. 


The Schools of Washington are supported exclusively by the tax-paying citi- 

zens. It would seem just, inasmuch as the benefits of these Schools are ex- 
tended to and advantage taken of them by the citizens of the several States and 
Territories, who reside temporarily in Washington, as well as by our own citi- 
zens, that we should receive Congressional aid in their support proportionate to 
the amount contributed by the city. 
_ The proportion of tax:paying to non tax-paying citizens and temporary so- 
journers is believed to be but small, and the claim of Washington upon Congress 
for the support of a proper system of public education is stronger than that of 
any of the States or Territories, which have received such liberal aid from the 
General Government. The city government has already put its shoulder to the 
wheel, and now ask Congress to aid them.

and constitute it a perpetual body, and greatly enhance its ability to promote the 
permanent welfare of the Schools. ‘‘ The highest excellence in our Schools can 
only be reached through the faithful and efficient performance, on the art of the 
School officers of the various wards, of the important and responsible luties with 
which they are charged. Their discretionary power is wide. The duties of vigj. 
tation, charge of the school property, employment of teachers, and contracts for 
repairs, are such as to require time, and the exercise of judgment.”* But this 
necessary judgment, the ability to discharge these duties to the best interests of 
the Schools and the city, are not readily obtained—they are the results of obser. 
vation and experience ; and the longer one is a Trustee, one who is interested in 
the cause of education, and seeks to discharge his duties faithfully, conscientious. 
ly, the better able is he to perform these duties well. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The plan adopted by the Board last year was, with some slight modifications, 
followed this year. The Primary Schools were examined by a single Trustee of 
the District in which they were located ; the Male Primaries by the Sub-board of 
their respective districts, and District Schools by the Board. The examinations 
commenced on the 22d of June, and were continued, with an occasional intermis- 
sion, until the 13th of July. On the 24th of July there was an examination at 
the Smithsonian Institution of a select class of five boys from each District School, 
and on the 25th a class of five girls from the female departments of the same 
Schools. These examinations were conducted orally by several invited gentle- 
men, and passed off in a manner highly creditable to both teachers and pupils. 

The Trustees congratulate the Councils on the greatly increased and increasing 
interest in the cause of popular education, as evinced by the citizens generally by 
their attendance on the examinations, not only of the District Schools, but also at 
the Primary, at each of which large, attentive, and apparently highly interested 

audiences attended. As each individual feels that he has an interest in the Schools, 
~ that they are for his children, and not for the children of some one else, whom he 
knows not, and for whom he has no sympathy, so must their advantages be ex- 
tended and their character elevated. That the Public Schools here and elsewhere 
afford the most thorough system of education is not questioned, this excellence 
depending in part on the fact that there are no inducements to push pupils for- 
ward faster than they are really prepared to go, and that the Schools are graded, 
each having a limit beyond which they cannot go, and each teacher being stimu- 
lated to keep his or her School as near the standard as possible. The Trustees 
would call attention to the fact that the 4th section of the act establishing the 
Schools provides that ‘‘an annual examination of all the Public Schools shall be 
held in the month of July,” &c., thus setting aside the hottest month of the year

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for these labors, and necessarily the hottest part of the day has to Ke chosen in 
which to perform them. It would be far better to leave the fixing of the time of 
the annual examination to the judgment of the Trustees, and they would suggest 
such a modification of the law- 

For the relative merits of the Schools, the Board would refer the Councils to 


the following reports, as made by the several examining Trustees: 


FIRST DISTRICT. 


District Scuoor, Mare Department. 
§. John Thompson, Teacher. 


This School has been in charge of Mr. Thompson for two years, and has ex- 
hibited a higher degree of improvement than heretofore. The examination in 
Reading, Geography, History, Grammar, Arithmetic, and the Constitution of the 
United States, was highly satisfactory. 

There was present at the examination a number of the Trustees, Teachers of 
the Public Schools, Mr. F. Jefferson, of the Board of Common Council, Mr. G. 
J. Abbot, late Secretary to the Board, and a large number of the parents and 
friends of the pupils. 

The building is very unsuitable for School purposes, and the Trustees again 
ask that a new building suitable for School purposes be provided. Number of 
pupils at the beginning of the year, 32; number admitted, 41; whole number 
taught, 73; number at the close of the School, 44; average number in daily attend- 
ance, 41; average number on the roll during the year, 49; month of best attendance, 
September; per cent. of time lost, .13 +. 


FemaLe DeparTMENT. 


Miss Mary P. Middleton, Teacher. 


The examination of this School drew together a large audience, composed of 
Trustees, Teachers, members of the editorial corps, parents of the pupils, and 
others. The examination in Geography, History, Mental Arithmetic, Reading, 
and Dictation was very thorough. Several compositions of the pupils were read, 
and the maps and charts draughted by them merited and received warm approba- 
tion. Too much credit cannot be given to the indefatigable labors of the Teacher 
of this School, nor to the young ladies who compose it. In every branch of study, 
as well as in excellent deportment which characterised their entire conduct, abun- 
dant evidence was given of the faithful performance of duty on the part of the one, 
and akind and ready appreciation of that labor on that of the other. Vocal music, 
in addition to the other studies, has been taught in the School by Mr. J. H. Dan- 
iels, to the entire satisfaction of the Trustees, and to the great gratification of the 
pupils and their friends. Number of pupils at the beginning of the year, 27; 
number admitted, 32; whole number taught, 59; number withdrawn, 20; number 
at the close of the year, 39; average number in daily attendance, 36; average 
number on the roll during the year, 40; month of best attendance, October; per 
cent. of time lost, .12 +._ 


MALE PRIMARY SCHOOL. 
Senior Division. 
Mrs. M. E. Rodier, Teacher. 


This School was examined by the Secretary and the Sub-board. The attendance 
of the pupils was small, which had an unfavorable effect. The examination in 
History, Geography, and Reading was tolerably good. The order was good. 
Number of pupils at the beginning of the year, 42; number admitted, 12; whole 
number taught, 54; number withdrawn, 15; suspended, 5; transferred, 5; number 
at the close of the year, 29; average number in daily attendance, 29 +-; average

Miss G. Wells, the former Teacher, resigned her situation in February, and 
Miss Ritchie was promoted to the charge of this School. Several classes passeq 
a good examination in all their studies, and the discipline is good. Number of 
pupils at beginning of the year, 50; number admitted, 36; whole number, 86; 
number withdrawn, 15; suspended, 5; transferred, 1; at close of the year, 57; 
average number in daily attendance, 42; average on the roll, 50; month of best 
attendance, October; time lost, .24. 


PRIMARY No. 2. 
Miss A. H. Lowe, Principal.—F. E. Hoover, Assistant. 
Examined by Mr. T. Morgan. 

The character of the examination was alike creditable to the teachers and pupils. 
The schoolroom is very neat and tidy. The discipline is good, and the general 
decorum of the School excellent. Number at beginning of the year, 114; num- 
ber admitted, 49; whole number, 163; at close of the year, 106; average daily 
attendance, 79; average number on the roll, 98; month of best attendance, May; 
time lost, .19 +. 


PRIMARY No. 3. 


Miss J. M. Thompson, Teacher. 
Examined by Mr. Morgan. 

The examination was entirely satisfactory, particularly in Geography and 
Mental Arithmetic. The general appearance of the schoolroom was neat and’ 
comfortable. The discipline and decorum satisfactory. Number of pupils at be- 
ginning of the year, 57; number admitted, 21; whole number, 78; at close of the 
year, 39; average daily attendance, 46; average number on the roll, 55; best at~ 
tendance, November; time lost, .16 +.

The School 
has been under the charge of Mr. McCathran as Principal, and Miss Parsons as 
Assistant, only since last January, and they deserve great credit for the improve- 
ment they have been able to make in the School in that time. It is confidently 
expected that another year will exhibit this School as fully equal to all that ought 
to be expected of a school of one of itsclass. Already the influence of this School 
is such as to recommend in a very effective manner our system of public educa- 
tion to the affections and esteem of the community.

having been crowned with the most gratifying success. The examination was 
attended by a larger audience than could be accommodated in the schoolroom, 
and there was a universal expression of satisfaction at the prompt and clear an- 
swers given to the various questions propounded. It seems unnecessary to par- 
ticularize the studies, as all would have to be mentioned where the instruction has 
been so thorough. Much credit is due to Mr. Glenroy for the successful instruc- 
tion given by him in vocal music; his labors have been ably seconded by Miss 
Mirick, who, herself an accomplished musician, has drilled the girls in singing 
until their proficiency in this beautiful accomplishment has become almost a matter 
of general remark. The Trustees have been ably seconded by the Teacher in 
introducing into this School a higher grade of studies than heretofore taught. In 
consequence of exposure during the severe winter, and devotion to the perform- 
ance of her duties, Miss Mirick had a serious attack of congestion of the brain, 
which incapacitated her for the duties of the schoolroom for about three months, 
during which time her place was supplied by, at first, Miss Elizabeth Parsons, 
afterwards by Mr. W. H. Mirick, the brother of the Teacher. Number at be-

Mrs. Clark has made a great change in her previous mode of goy- 
erning the School, substituting firmness and uniformity of manner, without harsh- 
ness, for the rod, and though corporeal punishment has been resorted to, it wag 
less frequent than formerly. Mrs Clark has certainly sought to discharge her 
duties conscientiously, and has availed herself of every means placed at her dis- 

osal. Page’s ‘“‘ Theory and Practice of Teaching,” and ‘The Massachusetts 

eacher” are to be found, not only on her desk, but working a great change in 
her Schoo]. In the main, the examination was quite satisfactory ; not so much 
as regards what was performed, as the actual improvement made.

This School was examined on the 23d and 24th days of June, in the presence 
of a large audience, and a marked advancement had been made during the last six 
months. The character of the School has improved greatly, and from a low posi- 
tion has risen to compare favorably with any School of similar grade in the Dis- 
trict. In Geography and Orthography the School has improved much, and made 
good progress in Arithmetic, written and intellectual, but the greatest improve- 
ment is the order and discipline. A School should not be more quiet than this, 
nor could it well be. 

In January the School was removed from Mr. Wurdemann’s building to the 
basement of the New Jerusalem church, which room had been fitted up for this 
purpose, under the supervision of the Trustees, Miss M. E. Simonds was ap- 
pointed Assistant Teacher, and an additional set of pupils added; and from this 
circumstance, as much progress had not been made in the School as though the 
pupils had been in the whole year. 

The arrangement of the furniture, which is lateral, instead of the old pew-like 
mode, and the class-room, make the disciplining of the School comparatively easy. 
The means adopted for heating and ventilating are the best in the city, and the 
room can not only be kept comfortably and agreeably warmed, but well supplied 
with pure air, and no pupil subjected to a draft. 

Vocal Music has been taught by Miss Simonds with a success scarcely to be 
expected from pupils so young. Children always sing with spirit, but notalways 
in time and with emphasis; but here the time elicited warm encomiums from all 
who had the pleasure of listening to the singing. So great is the moral influence 
of this pleasant study and exercise in the Schools, that the ability to teach it 
should be a requisite in all applicants for the position of Teachers.

This School was examined by Mr. Pearson, who reports the examination to 
have been one of an agreeable disappointment, he not having been prepared for so 
great an improvement. In all respects, the School has improved. Discipline, 
classification, order, and the quick, rapid, and distinct answers to oral questions— 
hardly ever failing in answering correctly all questions embraced in the studies 
pursied—showed indeed that the ‘*School-mistress had been” at home in her 
school-room. The Teacher appears to have labored to advance the pupils in their 
studies, and they seem to have earnestly seconded her efforts. _

PRIMARY No. 3. 
Miss Lizzie Ashdown, Teacher. 
Examined by Mr. Pearson. 


The examination of this School resulted in entire satisfaction toall. The order 
and behavior of the pupils was very good. A considerable change has taken place 
in some of the classes, the lower having advanced to the higher, showing im- 
provement. The classification is judicious. Both the Teacher and the pupils 
deserve praise—the one for her patient and mild administration of discipline, and 
the others for their ready acquiescence in the requirements of said discipline.

DISTRIBUTION OF MEDALS AND PREMIUMS. 


It was thought expedient that the medals, premiums, and diplomas should be 
. distributed in each district on separate days. 

The distribution in the First District took place on Monday, July 28th, at the 
Smithsonian Institution. The Mayor, Trustees, Teachers of Private Schools, 
reverend Clergy, and repesentatives of the press, with a Jarge audience of intelli- 
gent and highly interested parents and friends, were present to participate in or 
witness the interesting ceremonies. After an opening prayer by the Rev. Mr. 
Butler, the Mayor, in a pertinent and eloquent speech, opened the exercises, and 
then introduced to the audience the Rev. Mr: Hail, who, in some chaste, eloquent, 
and highly appropriate remarks, addressed the pupils. The awards were them 
made ina ery happy manner by the Mayor to the deserving pupils. -The Rev. 
Mr. Haskel then made a few appropriate remarks to the pupils who had failed 
to receive any awards. During the exercises each School sang several fine pieces, 
which enlivened the occasion much. 

On the 29th the same interesting ceremonies were gone through with at the 
same place with the pupils of the Second District. On this, and on each subse- 

juent occasion, it was a source of regret to the Trustees, Teachers, and pupils, 
that other duties of a less pleasing nature prevented the Mayor from taking his 
official part in these very pleasant ceremonies. After a prayer by the Rev. Mr. 
Sampson, Rev. Dr. Dogget delivered an eloquent and instructive address, when 
the Sub-board, assisted by Mr. Z. Richards and Dr. Dogget, delivered to the 
successful pupils the awards. Each School sang an appropriate song or a chant 
adding much to the interest of the oceasion. The benediction was pronounced by 
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Rev. ———-———; and the children separated to their several places of abog 
happy and cheerful, no one appearing to feel envious that his fellow and not Mi 
had competed successfully for the honors. of e 

On the same afternoon, at a later hour, the same ceremonies were gone throy 
with in the Third District. At 6p. m. the Schools were gathered in the grounq 
of the Episcopal church near the Navy Yard, and after an opening prayer by the 
Rey. J. Morsell, the medals and premiums were awarded. Music here, too, Tent 
its charms to enliven the occasion. Appropriate and eloquent addresses were 
delivered by the Rev. W. H. Chapman and Rev. J. Morsell, after which the ay- 
dience were dismissed, apparently well pleased with the exercises. 

Thursday the 31st witnessed the pupils of the Fourth District gathered in the 
Hall of the Smithsonian Institution. The Rev. Messrs. Swipes, Deal, and Lan. 
ahan opened the exercises with prayer, when, amid songs and shouts of joy, the 
Sub-board proceeded to distribute the awards.

VOCAL MUSIC. 


In the Female Department of the First and Second District Schools vocal musig 
has been taught very successfully by Mr. J. H. Daniels, and during the year q 
concert was given by these Schools, jointly, at the Smithsonian Institution, which 
elicited great praise from all who were present. Mr. F. Glenroy has continued 
through the year the instruction of the Female Department of the Third District 
School, which he so successfully began a year ago, and the Female Department 
of the Fourth District School, later in the year, also placed themselves under 
Mr. Glenroy’s charge and instruction. Each of these Schools also gave concerts, 
which passed off with great credit to all concerned. In the Male Primary Schoo} 
of the Second District Mrs. Ogden has taught her boys to sing; and Mrs. Myers 
in her department of the Second District School, and Miss Parsons, Assistant in 
Third District, have introduced the refining and softening influences of music 
among their boys, and good has already resulted from it, which is only the harbin~ 
ger of the greater good yet to result. 


TABULAR STATEMENTS. 


The Trustees would invite the attention of the Councils to a careful examina- 
tion of the tabular statements, upon which much care has been bestowed, that the 
real condition of the Schools should be made apparent therefrom. 

These tables exhibit the character of each of the Schools in respect to the sex 
of the pupils, the number who were on the rolls at the beginning of the year, the 
number entered during the year, the aggregate number taught, the average number 
on the rolls, the number suspended, transferred, withdrawn, and the number on 
the rolls at the close of the Schools; the aggregate number of days’ attendance 
and absence, the per centage of time lost, and a table comparing the results of the 
Schools for the last four years. i 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


The Trustees would gratefully acknowledge their indebtedness to those gentle- 
men who visited and aided in examining the Schools. And while it is not possible 
to name each, yet, without seeking to be invidious, they would especially refer to 
those gentlemen who are engaged in teaching private schools in the city, and who 
for a series of years have shown an abiding interest in the Schools: Mr. Z. 
Richards, O. C. Wight, who visited most of the Schools and lent efficient aid, 
Messrs. C. H. Norton, S. H. Mirick, Hardy, a former Teacher, and Mr. Con- 
nolly, who with many others visited, examined, and spoke words of counsel to 
the pupils. To the editorial corps, for the space daily accorded to reports of the 
examination, the Board would express their thanks; to Messrs. Tree, Chairman of 
the Committee of Public Schools in the Board of Common Council, and Donoho, 
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Chairman of the same Committee in the upper Board, for their presence at the 
examinations, and for other unmistakable evidences of a deep interest in the 
Schools, and of a desire to do whatever should be required for the Schools know- 
ingly. To the Councils, for their liberal appropriations for the carrying on of 
the Schools for the ensuing year, the citizens cannot but join with the Trustees in 
feelings of indebtedness. . 

Such liberality and promptitude cannot but commend them to the warmest con- 
sideration of the citizens generally, irrespective of all those other questions which 
create divisions and dissensions.

GentLEmEN: In compliance with the provisions of law, the Trustees of 
Public Schools submit for your consideration their Annual Report. 


ORGANIZATION. 


Since the publication of the last Annual Report, no changes whatever have 
been made in the system of the Public Schools, and the trustees have every 
reason to believe that it continues to give entire satisfaction, considering the 
limited means at their disposal for its support. 

The whole number of schools at present is forty-four. These are divided 
into four Male District Schools, with an Assistant in the Second and Third 
Districts ; four Female District Schools; four Male Primary with an As- 
sistant in the First District; and twenty-nine Primary Schools, the latter 
consisting of children of both sexes. 

Tho number of teachers employed at present by the Board, is forty-four 
exclusive of four Sub-assistants. The number of pupils in all the schools at 
the commencement of the year, was 2,251; the number at the close, 2,165; 
admitted during the year 1,532. 

The present Board of Trustees entered upon the duties of their office in 
October ,1857, with the exception of Messrs. Whyte and Lawrenson, who 
were appointed to fill the vacancies occasioned by the resignation, ef 
Messrs. Morgan and Young. 

The changes among the teachers during the year are noticed in the 
tabular statements of their respective districts. 

Since the last communication to the Councils, the Trustees regret to report 


the death of Miss Jane M. Thompson, who, for several years, was connec- » , 


ted with the Public Schools, first 1s empaugist, and subsequently as a teacher 
in the First District. Inheriting from her mother, long and favorably known 
by the oldest citizens of Washington as a successful teacher, a singular 
aptitude for teaching, she early made choice of the profession as a perma- 
nent employment, and conscientiously devoted herself with persevering as- 
siduity, under the best teachers, to the study of those branches which would 
best qualify her for teaching in the Public Schools. Eminently successful, 
through the sweetness of her disposition and gentle dignity of cha- 
racter, in winning the love of her pupils, and the respectof the Trustees, 
she was, after a short period of service as an assistant, promoted to the 
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incipal, the duties of which office she discharged with 
pee tthe Trastees have reason to believe, that by the exposure 
to her School duties, and over exertion in a damp School-room, 
of a disease were developed which resulted in her early death, 

It is also with feelings of deep regret that the Board have to recorg th 
decease of one of the most gifted pupils of the Public Schools, Misg Geo 3 
giana M. Lewis, © sub-assistant Teacher of the Third District, which took 

lace on the twenty-first of June, 1858. 

Beloved and respected by all who knew her, with a mind well trainog 
and disciplined, she gave promise of becoming, at no distant day, a mog¢ aS) 
cellent Teacher, reflecting honor upon herself and the system under which 
she had been educated. But in the hour of her brightest hopes, With 
scarcely a warning to her friends, so rapid was her decline, she passed awa, 
from among them in all her pride of youth and beautiful accomplishments, 


EXPENDITURES. 


The disbursements of the money appropriated by the Councils for the 
support of the Schools have all been made during the past year by th 
Treasurer of the Board, upon bills duly certified to by two members of tha 
Sub-Board of the respective Districts in which the debts were incurred 
These bills embraced expenditures of all kinds—Teachers’ salaries, books, 
fuel, furniture, Xc. ,

EXAMINATIONS. 


The annual examination of the Schools commenced on the fourteenth of 
June, and ended on the thirteenth of July last; the Primary Schools be. 
ing examined by a single Trustee, the Male Primaries by the Sub-Boards, 
and the District Schools by the whole Board. 

On the fifteenth of July there was an examination at the City Hall of a 
select class of five boys from each of the District Schools—and on the six- 
teenth, of a select class of five girls from the Female departments of the 
same Schools, for the purpose of testing the comparative merits of the 
Schools. 

The Trustees are convinced, from the results of these examinations, that 
great care, attention, and zeal, have been bestowed upon the pupils, and ara 
fully confirmed in their previous opinion of the fidelity and efiiciency of the 
Teachers. Laboring under many disadvantages arising from the want of 
proper School accommodations, &c., they have, in every instance, executed 
the difficult tasks assigned them with, great success, and they richly de- 
serve the thanks and cordial support of the entire community.

The Board take pleasure in adding their testimony to that of their pre- 
decessors, in relation to the high character of this School. Mr. Thompson 
is well known as one of the most zealous, practical, and efficient Teachers in 
the Public Sehools, and merits the commendation and support of the entirg 
community. “In common with the Teachers of the other District Schools 
his sphere of usefulness is only circumscribed by the want of means to en. 
large and extend the System of Education in our city. 

The examination closed at a late hour, and the pupils were dismissed by 
the President ef the Board, Col. Randolph, with some good advice for the 
future, and the remark, that the Board of Examiners were highly pleased 
with the appearance of the School and the manner in which the pupils had 
acquitted themselves.

APPENDIX.

‘A Buin for the benefit of the Public Schools in the City of Washington, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United Stay 
of America in Congress Assembled, That so much of the fines and forfeitures 
hereafter to be collected in the District of Columbia, as accrue to the Uni. 
ted States, be, and the same are hereby, surrendered to the city of Wash- 
ington for School purposes : and it shall be lawful for the Mayor of said 
city to demand the money so collected not oftener than once in every six 
months, and, when received by him, it shall be kept as other School funds 
now are, and it shall be appropriated to the purpose of building permanent 
School-houses in the city of Washington, and to no other use; and when 
the whole sum so received shall amount to fifty thousand dollars, the Oper- 
ations of this section shali cease. : 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That the corporate authorities in tha 
city of Washington in the District of Columbia, may, with the assent of the 
owners of real estate in said city, levy a special tax of ten cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth of taxable property in the corporate limits of the 
city, for the benefit of Public Schools in said city; and that whenever the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall be officially notified by the Mayor that the 
said tax has been levied and collected, it shall be his duty to pay from the 
Treasury of the United States, to the persons legally authorized to receive 
the School Funds for the city of Washington, a sum equal to the amount 
thus raised by taxation: Provided, That not more than twenty thousand 
dollars per aniium shall be paid by the United States, and that the payment 
shall continue for five years, unless Congress shall otherwise order. 

Sro. 3. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the Trus- 
tees of the Public Schools to make annual reports of all matters concerning 
the Public Schools in Washington city, on the first Monday of November 
in each year, to the Secretary of the Department of the Interior, whose duty 
it shall be to communicate the same to Congress, on or before the second 
Monday of December following. 

Sno. 4. And be it further enacted, That for the purpose of testing the sense 
of the property owners of Washington city, as to whether they will sub- 
mit to a tax for the purposes named in this bill, the Mayor of the city shall 
order an election on such day as he may deem proper for that purpose; 
said election to be conducted in all respects as other elections in said city, 
except that no one shall be deemed a qualified voter at said election unless 
he owns property subject to taxation in said city. 

Suc. 5. And be it further enacted, That the estates of colored persons in 
the District of Columbia shall be entirely exempted from all taxes levied for 
Schools and School-houses in the District.

GuntTznMEN: In compliance with the provisions of law, the Trustecs of 
Public Schools submit for your consideration, their Annual Report. 


TEACHERS. 


The number of teachers employed at present by the Board, is forty-six, 
exclusive of four sub-assistants. 
The successful operation of every system of public education depends 
mainly upon the zeal and ability of the teachers; and unless they are ani- 
mated by a high sense of the responsibility resting upon them, and are ac- 
tuated by an earnest desire to co-operate with the Trustees in their labors, 
it cannot be expected that good results will be obtained, no matter how per- 
fect the system itself may be. 
With few exceptions, the Board has every reason to be satisfied with tho 
manner in which the teachers have performed their duties during the past 
year, and considers itself fortunate in haying a corps of Teachers fully com- 
petent to perform its duties, and always zealous in carrying out the views 
of the Board and enforcing the regulations of the system. 
It would, however, be of very great advantage to the schools, if means 
were afforded for the formation of at least one normal class, in each dis- 
trict, to prepare advanced scholars for employment as assistants in the Pri- 
mary Schools; and the Board respectfully suggests, that provision be made 
for the establishment of such classes. The utility of the measure is beyond 
all doubt, as will appear from an examination of the systems of other cities 
endl site Reagent xoaulia: woulemey soon be made apparent.

Ee uoaiade the Board of Trustees ‘‘to establish one Night School ia th 
First District, and one in the Third District, for the instruction of apprenti’ 
ces and others ;” and, on account of the numerous applications for ada 
gion on the part of those for whose benefit these schools Were opened, y e 
the recommendation of the Board of Trustees, the Councils, with Breat ibe. 
rality, granted, by an act passed January 13, 1859, an additional Night 
School to the Third District. 2 : 

These schools being entirely experimental in our city, wero, for dbvioug 
reasons, placed in charge of the Principals of the First, Third, and Fourth 
Districts respectively. They were continued for four months, 

From the reports of the teachers and the personal inspection of the 
Trustees, the Board is led to believe, that the permanent establishment of 
one Night School in the First and Third Districts, would be of much bene. 
fit to that class of youths who are unable to attend school during tho da 
and would amply repay the additional expense necessary for their support, 
It is therefore respectfully recommended, that provision be made for thoip 
organization and maintenance as a permanent part of our School System 
during the months of November, December, January, February, and March, 
of each scholastic year. p

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The Board of Trustees again most respectfully ask the serious attention 
of the Councils to the condition of the Public School-rooms, and to the ne- 
cessity for better and more ample accommodations. 

The Board feels great confidence in pressing this matter at the present 
time, because the first step has already been taken in the right direction 
by the Councils, in making recently, a very handsome appropriation for 
the First District; for which generous act they are entitled to tho sincere 
thanks of the Board of Trustees and of the public. 

It is to be hoped that appropriations will, also, be mado for the erection 
of suitable buildings in the other districts, whenever the condition of the 
city’s treasury will warrant such expenditure. Butit would be far better 
if the end in view could be accomplished at once, by some prompt and vigo- 
rous action ofjthe Councils, which would remove the present difficulties and 
amply provide for the future necessities of a system which must either ex- 
pand and develop itself, or be abandoned. 
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EXPENDITURES. 


The disbursements of the money appropriated by the Councils for ne 
support of the schools, have all been made during the past year by t e 
Treasurer of the Board, upon bills duly certified hy two members of the 
Sub-Board of the respective districts in which the debts were incurred. 
These bills embraced expenditures of all kinds—salaries, books, fuel, fur- 
uiture, house rent, &c. ; a \ 

The accompanying paper marked ‘‘ A” exhibits the various sums appro- 
priated, and for what purposes expended; and the paper marked “B, 
the amounts required for the support Or the Public Schools for the ensuing 


year, ending June 380, 1860. 
EXAMINATIONS. 


The annual examinations of the schools commenced on the 20th of June 
and ended on the 19th of July last; the Primary Schools being examined 
by a single Trastee, the Male Primaries by the Sub-Boards, and the Dis- 
trict Schools by the whole Board. 

In nearly every school the results wore highly satisfactory to the Trus- 
tees and to the parents, guardians, and friends of the pupils who honored 
the schools with their presence. 

Where such general satisfaction is given by teachers and pupils, itis a 
difficult thing to specify in detail the peculiar merits of any particular 
school. Nor would it be wise to designate any single teacher or school as 
being most deserving of public notice. 

Therefore, for the sake of brevity, and to avoid a repetition of details, 
the usual remarks upon-each individual school, as made in previous re- 
ports, are omitted in this. 

Suffice it to say, that the Trustees are satisfied with the results of the 
past year, as shown by these examinations, and have every confidence in 
the future progress of the schools. 

They may remark, however, in this connection, that a much more thor- 
ough supervision of the schools is necessary, in orderto note with certainty 
the advancement of each in the various branches of education ; and they 
are of opinion, that this can only be done by the appointment ofa compe- 
tent Superintendent of Public Instruction.

CHAP. 10. 


An act in relation to Public Schools. 


Be it enacted by the Board of Aldermen and Board of Common Councit of th, 
City of Washington, That from and after the passage of this act, the city é 
Washington shall comprise four Public School districts, to be divided ag 
follows, viz: all ot the First and Second Wards, shall constitute the First 
School district; all of the Third and Fourth Wards, shall constitute the 
Second School district; all of the Fifth and Sixth Wards, shall Constitute 
the Third School district; and the Seventh Ward, shallconstitute the Fourth 
School district. 

Sec. 2. Andbe it enacted, That annually, on or about the first Monda 
in October, the Mayor shall appoint, by and with the advice and consent +f 
the Board of Aldermen, a Board of Trustees, consisting of three persons from 
each School district, who, with the Mayor for the time being, as President 
of said Board, shall have the management of all the Public Schools injtho 
city of Wasbington; and the absence of any trustee from three successiyg 
meetings of the Board, except in case of sickness or necessary temporary 
absence from the city, shall vacate his seat as a member thereof, and the 
Secretary of the Board shall, thereupon, notify the Mayor, who shall 4) 
the vacancy by a new appointment in like manner, The said Board shall 
continue in office unti] their successors are appointed.

OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


WasuinarTon, D. C , September 1st, 1860. 
To the Board of Aldermen and 
Board of Common Council, 


GuntLemMnn: The Trustees of the Public Schools in submitting, in com- 
pliance with the provisions of law, this their sixteenth annual report, take 
pleasure {in stating that the condition of the schools under their supervision 
is healthy and progressive; and though defects and necessities exist, which, 
in the performance of their duty, they may feel bound to lay before you, 
they acknowledge with gratitude the interest manifested by you in the ad- 
vancement of education and the promptness with which you have answer- 
ed their appeals for aid during the past year. 


TEACHERS, 


Since our last annual report our corps of teachers has been increased by 
the addition of four, making the present number fiftyjand’four sub-assist- 
ants, instead of forty-six and four sub-assistants, as reported last year. 

If the order of the schools and the progress of the pupils be criteria by 
which we may judge of the competency and industry of our teachers, we 
can with pleasure state, that in almost every school under our supervision 
we witnessed, during the past year, those effects in as decided a degree as 
during any previous one. Some few instances of defective discipline have 
presented themselves, owing to inexperience, but the disposition to remedy 
this defect is manifest, and a readiness and inclination to be counselled ap- 
parent. The rod, by which order and discipline were maintained in by. 
gone days, is now almost unknown to our children, and is superseded by the 
affectionate and familiar intercourse, aided by the patient and persevering 
industry of the female teachers to whose exclusive care our Primary 
Schools and the female departments of our District Schools are committed. 
_ This aptness for the supervision of youth, this patience and perseverance 
in the female character under such circumstances, are no discoveries of 
ours, they haye been long since tested elsewhere in our own country, and 
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proved successful; nor were they with them discoveries, for the history of 
other nations affords us sufficient examples of the fitness of woman for this 
most important of all duties. It was not without deliberate and mature 
consideration that Louis Phillipe, the Citizen King of the French, and who 
attributed his great success to his education, was submitted in hig youth to 
the tutorship of Madame Genlis, to whose instructions he was indebted foy 
that capability to resist the accidents of rank and of fortune so conspicuoug 
in his life, and for the capacity to rebuild the fallen fabric of his fame; nor 
was it without reflection that Napoleon the First, the greatest soldier and 
statesman of his day, ascribed his greatness to the teachings of his mother. 
so confident was he of woman’s influence in the formation of character that 
it woe a Saying of his that “there never was an extraordinary man. who 
was the son of an ordinary mother.” 

Our experience fully carries out the opinion of that great man, in refe. 
rence to woman, not only as mothers but as teachers; and though a preju- 
dice still exists with some in favor of male teachers for boys, the impression 
that females are the natural guardians and instructors of youth is fast gain- 
ing ground. 

With regret we announce the death of another teacher since our last 
report. 

anes Margaret Freeman late principal of Primary No. 6, in the Third Dig. 
trict, was elected in 1851 as assistant in Primary No, 2, of the samo distriot 
and served uninterruptedly in our Public Schools from that date until her 
death, Her loss to the school over which she presided was deeply felt and 
expressed at the time by members of the Board, who were best acquainted 
with that loss. She was a lady well versed in the duties of her profession 
with a sense of order nice and discriminating, and a talent superior to the 
obstacles of her calling ; after nine years service in our schools, she died on 
the sixteenth of June last, leaving to her pupils the remembrance of every 
quality that could adorn the school-room and deprive it of its irksomo- 
ness. 


DAY SCHOOLS. 


The number of Public Schools now in operation in our city is 60: of this 
number four have been established since our last report, viz: one in the 
Second District, two in the Third District, and one in the Fourth District. 
No better evidence can be given of the necessity for your liberality in ap- 
propriating for these schools, than a statement of the fact, that so soon as 
they were opened the number allowed to each teacher was entered, and a 
list of applicants equal to the former one placed on record within a few 
days. 

From this it would appear, that notwithstanding the generosity of the 
City Councils during the past year, a continuation of that liberality is abso- 
lutely necessary to meet the wants of the community; and if the masses 
of the people ure to be educated and our system of Public Schools is to be 
made sufficiently comprehensive to accomplishth is, we fear that to you, and 
to those whom you represent, must we look for the means. 

We regret to be obliged to make this acknowledgment when we consider 
our relation to, and our claims upon the General Government, and to ad- 
mit that our efforts with Congress, based upon those relations, have thus 
far failed. We hope that future efforts will be productive of better conse- 
quences, but to us the education of our youth is f paramount importance.

The remedy for those ephemeral deceptions is to be found in the ot oe 
room. DeWitt Clinton tells us, that ‘‘the first duty of government an i 
surest evidence of good government is the encouragement of gdca one 
A general diffusion of knowledge is the precursor and protector of republic a 
institutions, and in it we must confide as the conservative power that wi 
watch over our liberties and guard them against fraud, intrigue, corruption 
and violence.” Plato said, ‘Let the mind of youth be strengthened by ma- 
thematics.” And at a later date Bacon reiteratest his advice: ‘‘ Mathematics 
(said he) make men subtle; if the wit ne too dull they sharpen it; ee 
wandering, they fix it; if too inherent in the sense, they abstract re 
and to no people is this advice more appropriate than to our own. ' 
basis upon which this government is formed, the sovereignty of the peop a 
requires the education of the masses. To you is entrusted this importan 
duty of making proper provisions for our future, by educating the meee, 
and thus preparing their minds to oppose enlightened judgment, the fruit o 
education, to unthinking credulity, the offspring of ignorance. 


NIGHT SCHOOLS. 


The two Night Schools, viz: one in the First District, and one in the 
Third District, are no longer considered experimental. It is found that 
thero are a sufficient number of apprentices and others in those districts 
who cannot attend the day schools, and who would gladly avail themselves 
of the opportunities afforded by the night schools, to justify the expendi- 
ture. ‘The recommendation of last year, that ‘‘provision be made for their 
organization and maintenance as permanent part of our school system 
during the months of November, December, January, February, and March 
of each year,” is therefore respectfally renewed. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The establishment of a High School is considered by the Board essential 
to the completion of our school system. Whether the means necessary to 
put a school of this class into operation can or cannot be appropriated 
with more advantage to the general good under our present financial cir- 
cumstances, is a subject which has been discussed during the past year, 
and was referred to # committee for consideration. No report has been as 
yet received from this committee, wherefore the Board make no recommen- 
dation at this time. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


While considering the mental and moral wants of the children committed 
to our charge, we cannot pass over their physical necessities. Air, cleanli- 
ness, comfort and convenience in the school-room, are considerations of the 
greatest importance ; and we believe we are truthful when we state, that no 
city in the Union, in which a school system is organized, is more defective 
in this respect than ours. 

Many of our schools are conducted in the basements of churches, from‘

ists elsewhere, until spacious, commodious, comfortable, and healthi 
located edifices for school purposes are the rule, the reverse the eXception 
in all the principal cities of Europe and of our own country—Washing ten 
alone excepted. We are, however, pleased to seo that the Councils HAE 
taken the initiative in this important matter, and have passed appropri, 
tions for the purchase of ground and for the erection of five school-hougeg 
viz: one in tho First District, one in the Second District, two in the Third 
District, and ono in the Fourth District. A contract for the house jn the 
First District has been executed by his Honor the Mayor, and the buildin 
is in progress of erection, and we are informed that it is his intention te 
have the other houses built at as early a date as practicable. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The annual examinations of the schools commenced on the 14th of June 
(a few days earlier than usual, in consequence of the increase in their 
number, ) and terminated on the 21st of July last. They were conducteq 
in the usual manner, by the Trustees, and with much satisfaction to them 
to the friends of education present, and to the teachers. We omit details, 
ag they would convey no information to the Councils. __ » 

A pleasing feature in the recent examinations and distribution of pre 
miums was the increased interest manifested by the public, as evidenceg 
by the numbers in attendance. The actual indifference of the parents and 
guardians of children on those occasions was heretofore a just cause of 
complaint; and their absence from or the paucity of their visits to the 
school rooms during the year, and particularly at such times, was discour. 
aging both to children and teachers. So unusual was the presence ofa 
parent in the school-room, that the appearance of one was rather a torror 
than a pleasure to the teacher, whose experience taught her that the inva- 
riable object of the visit was to find fault with her official acts, and to ex. 
ercise that undue and officious interference which invariably leads to insub. 
ordination in the pupil. No allowance is made by such persons for tho 
difficulties to be overcome by the teacher in reducing to order and aiveis 
pline children too often over indulged by their parents and impatient of 
restraint, in impressing them with proper respect for the place and for tho 
teacher, and in enforcing the observance of those rules so essential, whero 
sixty pupils are necessarily committed to the charge of one preceptress 

A scholarship in the Columbian College having been presented by Dr 
William Gunton of this city, to the most meritorious boy in the Public 
Schools, an examination of thirteen youths from the four District Schools 
was held in the Aldermen’s room of the City Hall on Thursday the 6th in- 
stant, for the purpose of selecting a pupil for this position. A list of fift 
questions in Arithmetic, Geography, English Grammar and History was aree 
pared, and after some oral exercises a copy was presented to each pupil for 
written replies. After a careful examination and comparison of the replies 
by the Committee of the Board of Trustees appointed for that onpone 
aided by Messrs. Wight, Richards, and DeHart, who were invited be 
present, the award was made to O. T. Thompson, a pupil of the Fourth 
District School, in charge of J. E. Thompson. 
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The committee reported that the replies of the unsuccessful compotitors 
were in most instances highly creditable to themselves and to their 


teachers, 
EXPENDITURES. 


The disbursoments for the support of the Public Schools for the past year, 
amounting to $29,820 98, have been made by the Treasurer upon properly 
authenticated vouchers, as usual, and audited and approved by a Commit- 
tee of the Board. he ; 

The accompanying paper A exhibits the amounts received and for what 
purposes expended; and the paper marked B the estimated amount re- 
quired for the support of the Schools for the ensuing year ending June 30th, 
1861, to which we invite your attention. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The necessity for a Superintendent of Public Instruction is respectfully 
suggested to the Councils for their consideration by the Board of Trustees. 
The Board make this suggestion, conscious that the condition of the schools 
and school-houses; the examination into, and eradication of evils ‘and 
abuses when they exist; the supervision of teachers and scholars and the 
systematizing of the entire mode of imparting instruction, cannot receive 
the attention which their importance merit from the Trustees, the majority 
of whom are necessarily occupied otherwise during the hours appropriated 
to school duties. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


The Trustees respectfully tender their thanks to those gentlemen who 
aided them at the annual examinations: to Messrs, Z. Richards, O. C. 
Wight and J. DeHart, who were invited to participate in the examination 
of the competitors for the Gunton scholarship in Columbian College ; to the 
gentlemen connected with the press, both editors and reporters, who no- 
ticed the proceedings of the Board; to A. Hyde, Esq., of Georgetown, 
8. T. Williams, Esq., of Washington, Governer Stevens, of Washington 
Territory, and Joseph Wilson, Esq., Commissioner of the Land Office, for 
their able and eloquent addresses at the distribution of premiums to the 
schools of the different districts; and to Professor Henry for the use of 
the Smithsonian Institute for those purposes. 

To Dr. William Qunton, whose zeal in the cause of public education in- 
duced him to generously present a scholarship in the Columbian College to 
the most meritorious pupil in the Public Schools, and to the City Councils, 
whose liberality has been already specified in this report, the Board like- 
wise make grateful acknowledgments.

During the past year the following Acts were passed by the Councils for 
the beneflt of the Public Schools. 


CHAP. 10. 
An act in relation to Public Schools. 


Be it enacted by the Board of Aldermen and Board of Common Council of the 
City of Washington, That from and after the passage of this act, the Gity of 
Washington shall comprise four Public School Districts, to be divided ag 
follows, viz: all of the First and Second Wards, shall constitute the First 
School District; all of the Third and Fourth Wards, shall constitute the 
Second School District; all of the Fifth and Sixth Wards, shall constitute 
the Third School District ; and the Seventh Ward, shall constitute the Fourth 
School District. 

Src. 2. And be tt enacted, That annually, on or about the first Monday 
in October, the Mayor shall appoint, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Board of Aldermen, a Board of Trustees, consisting of three persons from 
each School District, who, with the Mayor for the time being as President 
of said Board, shall have the management of all the Public Schools in the 
City of Washington ; and the absence of any trustee from three successive 
meetings of the Board, except in case of sickness or necessary temporary 
absence from the city, shall vacate his seat as a member thereof, and the 
Secretary of the Board shall, thereupon, notify the Mayor, who shall fill 
the vacancy by a new appointment in like manner. The said Board shall 
continue in office until their successors are appointed. 

Sxo. 8. And be it enacted, That the Board of Trustees appointed in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing saction, shall assemble at the City Hall on the 
first Monday after their appointment, or some early day thereafter, -(of 
which due notice shall be given by the Mayor,) and shall organize them- 
selves. In case the Mayor shall be absent or be unable to preside at any 
of the meetings of the said Board, a President pro tempore shall be elected 
by the members present. j 

Src. 4. And beit enacted, That the Mayor shall, at the same time that he 
annually appoints the Trustees, also appoint, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Board of Aldermen, a Secretary, who shall keep a journal of 
all the proceedings of the Board of Trustees, and perform such other du- 
ties as the rules of the Board of Trustees, and the nature of the office may 
require. The Mayor shall, in like manner, appoint a Treasurer to make the 
disbursements for the Public Schools, and to keep the accounts and vouch- 
ers thereof. It shall be the duty of the Secretary and of the Treasurer to 
attend the meetings of the Board of Trustees, but they shall have no vote 
in said Board; and they shall each be allowed a compensation of two hun- 
dred dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the School Fund. The 
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Treasurer shall give bond and security in the sum ef two thousand dollars, 
for the faithful performance of his duties. ’ 

Seo. 5. And be ut enacted, That the Board of Trustees shall have power 
to appoint all teachers, assistant teachers, and sub-assistant teachers which 
may be authorized bylaw, and the same to change at pleasure ; to prescribe 
the course of studies and the books to be used in the schools, but no book 
shall be changed unless by a vote of two-thirds of the whole Board, and the 
books in all the Schools in the several districts, shall be uniform. The 
Board shall also make and execute such by-laws and rules and regulations 
for the management of the schools, as they may deem necessary and proper, 
a copy of which shall occupy 8 conspicuous place in each school-room for 
the government of the teachers and children, and {he same to alter, amend, 
or abrogate at pleasure; and to determine upon, do, and transact all busi- 
ness and matters appertaining to said schools, agreeably to their by-laws 
and ‘regulations, and subject at all times to the laws of the Corporation. 
They shall cause an annual examination of all the Public Schools to be 
held in or before the month of July, on such day or days as they may from 
time to time appoint, and shall make a written report to the Board of Al- 
dermen and Board of Common Council, annually, on or about the first 
Monday of September, giving a full account of their proceedings for the 
past year, the condition of the several schools, the number of pupils of 
cach sex, with the studies pursued; and make whatever suggestions from 
time to time they may conceive proper for the better accomplishment of 
the objects of this act, and shall give such information as the two Boards 
or either of them, may at any time call for. 

: Sec. 6. And be it enacted, That the Board of Trustees aforesaid, in addi- 
tion to the other duties prescribed by this act, shall divide themselves into 
sg many separate sub-boards as there may be school districts, for the exer- 
cise of a practical supervision over tae Public Schools placed under their ju- 
risdiction, severally sutject at all times to the control of the Board of Trus- 
tees.’ The said sub-boards shall meet at least once a month at the respec- 
tive school-houses, on some regular day to be appointed by themselves, 
nad shall cause a journal to be kept by the principal teacher, of the trans- 
actions of the schools, the studies pursued, with the names of any and all 
who may have been admitted, withdrawn, or dismissed from the school, or 
who may have applied and failed to obtain admission. 

Seo. 7. And be it enacted, That there shall be appointed aanually by the 
Board of Trustees, one male teacher for each of the districts schools, who 
shall be the principal thereof, and who, during his continuance in office, 
shall have charge (subject to the direction of the sub-boards of trustees re- 
spectively,) of school-house and appurtenances thereof, and shall take due 
care for its preservation ; and the said teachers, and such other teachers, as- 
sistant teachers, and sub-assistant teachers, as may be appointed from time 
to time, shall strictly conform to such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Board of Trustees. The said teachers of the district 
schools shall respectively receive, as a compensation for their services, 
a salary not exceeding the rate of nive hundred dollars per annum; 
the assistant teachers of the districts schools, an annual salary of five 
hundred dollars; the teachers of male primary schools, an annual salary

and the’said sub-assistant teachers shall each in their meependte districts, 
supply any vacancy which may occur in any primary school temporari| 
ehoieer ie are eejaied to do so by the sub-board of the distriogt +s 
ich they are attached. 

Seacemeeun be it enacted, That all white children between the ages of

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CHAP. 19. 


AN AOT making an appropriation for the payment of the salaries of the 
Teachers and Assistants in the seyeral Public Schools, for the fiscal year 


ending the thirtieth day of June, eighteen hundred and sixty. 


Beit enacted by the Board of Aldermen and Board of Common Council of 
the City of Washington, That for the payment of the salaries of the Teachers 
and Assistants in the several Public Schools in the City of Washington, for 
the fiscal year ending the thirtieth day of June, eighteen hundred and six- 
ty, the sum of nineteen thousand four hundred and fifty dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be required, be, and the same is hereby appropriated, paya- 
ble out of the School Fund, and in case the said fund be insufficient, the re- 
mainder to be payable out of the General Fund.

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REPORT 


OF TEE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


To the Board of Aldermen and Board of Common Council: 

Gentiemen : Immediately after the organization of the present Board 
in November last, the Trustees of the Public Schools entered upon the 
discharge of their official duties. During the past four months, the 
Trustees and Officers of the Board, in addition to the usual regular and 
special meetings, haye made, in the aggregate, five hundred and 
twenty-nine visits to the several schools. 

They have endeavored, by personal inspection and supervision, by ex- 
amination of the pupils, by conversation with the Teachers, to become 
thoroughly acquainted with the practical operation of the Public School 
system, with its wants and deficiencies, its ability to furnish a large 
portion of the youth of both sexes, in this city, with the elements of 
a good and substantial education ; they have seen with satisfaction the 
improvements and progress already made, and heretofore brought tothe 
attention of the two Boards, and observed the difficulties that are now 
encountered, and the obstacles that prevent or retard the accomplish- 
ment of those beneficent results which, elsewhere, have crowned with 
success the labors of the friends of popular education. 

Reserving till a later period, and to their usual annual communica- 
tion, the presentation of various topics, connected with the interests of 
the Public Schools, which have been suggested by their observation 
and reflection, the Trustees deem it an imperative duty to submit, at 
this time, to the consideration of the Councils, a brief statement of the 
condition of the apartments and buildings in which the Public Schools 
are kept, and some of the evils necessarily attendant upon the present 
state of things. : 

In regard to these apartments and buildings, it may be said, in gene-) | 
ral, and subject to the exceptions herein made, that they are ill adapted » 
to the purposes for which they are used ; they are deficient in space for 
the accommodation of the pupils and Teachers; in facilities for ventila- 
tion; in suitable means for the admission of air and light ; and they areso 
contracted, as necessarily to compel Teachers and pupils to breathe a viti- 
ated atmosphere, thereby inducing weariness, languor, headache, nervous 
irritability, and promoting the development of pulmonary and other 
diseases. In many instances, which have been brought to the notice 
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of the Trustees, pupils have suffered from serious illness, the cause of 
which might be traced to the Public School-rooms. Some of the school- 
rooms are imperfectly warmed, badly located, difficult of approach, 
have little or no ground, except the public street, for the recreation of 
the pupils, or for the necessary out-buildings, and are unattractive, if not 
repulsive in their external appearance; and furnished with but little 
apparatus and with but few of the instruments and means of instruction, 
which almost everywhere are considered indispensable in well regulated 
and well provided school-rooms. 

It is not without astonishment that the Trustees have seen, after the 
lapse of so long a period since the establishment of the first PublicSchoo] 
in this city, that so little progrees has been made here in school ar- 
chitecture. In comparison with what has been done for PublicSchools 
in places much less favorably situated, Washington presents an un- 
favorable éontrast. Many of the gentlemen of the Councils in their 
private or official visits to other cities have been invited to enter the 
Public School-houses, they have admired their simple architectural 
beauty, convenience, and adaptation to the purposes for which they were 
designed, and have been struck with the order and harmony that reigned 
within, and seen with satisfaction the progress of the pupils, and wit- 
nessed the proofs of their intellectual discipline. But this Board have 
yet to learn that, in a single instance, when these official visits have been 
returned, the delegations have been invited into our Public Schools, 

It is certainly with mortification that the Trustees are sometimes 
called upon to exhibit our school-houses to those friends of public 
education who often visit the Metropolis. 

Fifty years ago the following preamble to the bill for the establish- 
ment of the first Public School was adopted by the City Councils of 
Washington. 

“Tmpressed with a serse of the inseparable connexion between the 
education of youth and the prevalence of pure morals, with the duty of 
all communities to place within the reach of the poor, as well as the 
rich, the inestimable blessings of knowledge, and with the high neces- 
sity of establishing at the Seat of the General Government proper semi- 
naries of learning,"the city Council do pass an act to establish and endow 
a permament institution for the education of youth in the City of Wash- 
ington. ” 7 

Such was the tone of public sentiment manifested at that early period, 
when the city was poor and its necessities pressing. 

What has been done in half a century towards erecting school-houses 
and providing for the intellectual wants of a large and rapidly increas- 
ing youthful population? The Corporation now supports twenty-four 
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Schools and employs thirty-seven Teachers, who have charge of about 
twenty-two hundred pupils. It owns but five school-houses, while 
it rents seventeen. 

In the First District all the school apartments are rented with the ex- 
ception of one old building, which was formerly Jefferson’s stable, but 
now is used, by permission of the Government, as a school-room. Its 
condition has been brought so often to the notice of the Councils, and 
its unsuitableness is so apparent that any further remarks upon it are 
considered unnecessary. The Trustees earnestly renew the recommen- 
dation, which has so often been made, that immediate steps be taken to 
provide for the wants of this District, either by the purchase or by the 
erection of a suitable school building. 

» In the Second District the school-house in Judiciary Square is the prop- 
erty ofthecity. It wasoriginally designed to accommodate two Teachers 
and one hundred and twenty pupils, it is actually occupied by four 
Teachers and two hundred and twenty-nine pupils. 

Of course the space for the operations of the Teachers and pupils is 
very contracted, and much inconvenience is experienced from the noise 
oceasioned by the recitations and exercises of the pupils in adjoining 
apartments, which are only separated by a thin board partition. The 
pupils of the Female Department are obliged, in entering and leaying 
their room, to pass through that of the Primary School, keptin the 
same building, and the pupils of the Senior Division of the Male De- 
partment, in the same manner, pass through the room occupied by the 
Junior Division, thus causing much interruption to the exercises of 
schools; all these inconveniences, and many others which might be enume- 
rated, may be corrected by extending the school-house towards the east, 
which could be done at comparatively littleexpense. As the extension of 
this building might mar the symmetry of its appearance, it may perhaps 
be thought more advisable to erect another building on the same square, 
which is large enough for the purpose, fitted to accommodate all the 
primary schools of the District, and permit the present building to be 
occupied only by two Teachers and the District School pupils, as it 
was originally intended. _ 

Jn the Third District the building oceupied by the Male Department. 
of the District School is the property of the city. It was originally 
designed for one Teacher and about sixty pupils, it is actually occupied 
by two Teachers, and the number of pupilsis limited to one hundred and 
forty, the accommodations are so poor that only one hundred and eigh- 
teen are members of the school at the present time. The Councils will, 
doubtless, perceive the propriety of rebuilding this school-house, in which 
event it may be deemed expedient to secure another lot of larger size, 
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andone that would furnish more ample accommodations. Herethe pupils 
are so crowded together, that three or four occupy the space intended 
for two, many of them sit upon seats without backs, and are thus sub- 
jected to the danger of physical injury and permanent deformity. 
Primary School No. 1, of this District, occupies the building formerly 
known as the Eastern Market House, the location of which is well 
known; a recent purchase has been made of Odd-Fellows Hall, which 
affords comparatively comfortable, though somewhat contracted accom- 


modations for twoschools. It is unfortunately without sufficient ground 


for the recreation of the pupils. 
In the Fourth District, owing to the wisdom and foresight of Mr. Seaton, 


the former Mayor of this city, a spacious lot was purchased about ten 
years ago when Jand was cheap, a good building was erected, which, 
since its enlargement, a short time ago, makes, in most respects, an ex- 
cellent and comfortable school-house ; a small appropriation to furnish 
jt with a few books of reference for the Teachers and pupils, a little 
philosophical apparatus for the illustration of the studies taught in the 
school, and the improvement of its ample play grounds by the planting 
of a few shade trees, are all that are now wanting to render this building 
and its grounds entirely respectable. All the other apartments now 
occupied by schools are rented. 

Ten Teachers, and about seven hundred pupils, which is the limited 
number, are placed in five basements of Churches, which, with one or two 
exceptions, are, in part, below the surface of the ground, and amay not 
improperly be called cellars; they are more or less damp, generally with 
low ceilings, dimly lighted, and badly ventilated and with no separate play 
grounds for the two sexes ; much inconvenience is experienced from hear- 
ing the school exercises and recitations by two Teachers, at the same 
time, in one small apartment. Nine of the remaining schools are kept 
in separate rooms, which generally have the characteristics of those that 
have been already mentioned. 

Through the liberality of the Councils in granting appropriations suffi- 
cient to pay a high rent, the Trustees have been able to procure for the 
schools taught by Miss Middleton, Miss Lowe, Mrs. Coale, and Miss Hen- 
shaw, excellent accommodations. 

The following extracts are taken from communications addressed to 
the Secretary by some of the Teachers, in compliance with his request. 

One Teacher writes, that “ the school is subject tomany inconveniences, 
that are unvoidable under present arrangements. For instance, the 
only way of access to it is through the room of the Primary School. 
Between the two rooms there is a thin plank partition without a door. 
This is necesarily a restraint upon the Teachers in each room, as the 
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voices of the pupils in reading and recitation are obliged to be subdued 
to enable the Teachers, as far as possible, to avoid annoying each other. 
Moreover, the seats are too much crowded for either health, comfort, or 
good order, and the young ladies, instead of having it in their power to 
acquire an easy and graceful carriage, are unable to move across the 
Toom without jolting each other.” , 

Another says, ,, My school room is not large enough for forty pupils 
at most, consequently, we are often crowded entirely too much for 
proper attention to study, especially as my usual number of pupils is 
seventy.” ; 

“The only access to the District School is through my room, an in- 
convenience which is better imagined than described, as there are not 
ten minutes in the day that some one is not passing.” 

Two others write: “ Many objections exist to the use ot a church for ~ 


gictoo! purposes, some of which are meetings in the adjacent room, 


large furnaces and gas-fixtures, and meetings in the school-room, caus- 
ingtit to be open so much that the Teacher cannot be responsible for 
anything in it. The reputed dampness also producing sickness, and 
interfering with the attendance of the pupils. The absence of suffi-~ 4 
cient light should not be overlooked, for in cloudy weather it is diffi 
cult to go on with the regular routine of school duty. Another great 
evil is the occupancy of a room by more than one Teacher, the calling 
of different rolls, two or more classes reciting at once, and the Teachers 
giving directions to their respective pupils at the same time. This, 
with lowness of the ceiling, makes it no easy task to preserve order.” ~ 

Two others report: That “our school is in a basement-room, being, we 
think, some three feet under ground, it is quite damp; our own health, 
as well as that of others, has, I am fully convinced, suffered in conse- 
quence. The adjacent play ground is wet and marshy, and not unfre- 
quently the children are compelled to spend their hour of recreation 
in the room instead of taking exercise in the open air.” 

Another says: “My school-room, at some seasons of the year, answers 
very well, but in winter it is always damp. The yard cannot pos- 
sibly be made pleasant, and it is so situated, in the rear of the Strroun 
ing dwelling houses, that it istoo often made the receptacle of unsightly 
and disagreeable objects; but for its objectionable points to be fully 
realized they must be seen.” 

Another writes: “No amount of wood which I can burn will render 
us comfortable, for the building is placed immediately upon the ground, 
in a spot always damp, and so imperfectly constructed that the air con- 
stantly searches the wide cracks, making warm feet an impossibility 
from the beginning to the close of the school. 
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“ Study induces heat of the brain, the heated stove joined to exposure 
of the feet fearfully increases this. The only relief from dizziness is to 
open a door or window, neither of which are so situated as to guard 
against great exposure from draughts. It is no uncommon cireum- 
stance for a child to fall ill in school, raany suffer from slow bleéqing 
at the nose, probably induced by the above cause.” 

The expense of the system of renting school rooms is a large item, 
and one which is annually growing larger, while at the same time the 
difficulty of obtaining rooms, even of the indifferent character which 
has been described, is constantly increasing. 

The amount appropriated the present year for rent of rooms is 
$1,675, which is the interest of more than $27,000. To this must be 
added the expenses incurred by frequent removals from one place to 
another, also the losses arising from not having, in many cases, proper 
out-houses for the security of wood and coal, and the expenses incurred 
by the care of many small school-houses, instead of a few large ones; 
much time is also iost by Teachers and pupils in consequence of sickness 
occasioned by breathing, for a long period, impure air, or by colds 
and other diseases induced by exposure to the wet_and mud through 
which they are sometimes obliged to pass, in order to reach their res- 
pective schools. : 

In the opinion of the Trustees, the present mode of renting school- 
rooms has nothing to recommend it on the score of economy, health, or - 
public convenience. 

The Trustees believe it to be due to those faithful Teachers whose ach- 
ing heads and tortured nerves, are rendered exquisitely sensitive by the 
by the wearing labors of a most trying and responsible profession— 
whose physical systems are sinking under the oppressive weight of toil- 
some labors—made a thousand fold more difficult by the circumstances 
under which they are working—due to the thousands of pupils of both 
sexes who throng these schools, and who with greater or less prepara- 
tion will soou’ be pressing foward with eager haste to enter upon the 
active duties of lite—due to the fathers and mothers of these children 
who havé placed their most cherished treasures in the public care ; and 

piesreciaty due to the credit, respectability, and character of the city 
that bears the name of Washington, that immediate and energetic 
measures be taken to erect and furnish suc a number of school build- 
ings at the expense of the Corporation as will be sufficient to accommo- 
date, in all respects, the pupils of our Public Schools. 

The Trustees accordingly renew the recommendation made by a Com- 
mittee of the Common Council in 1842, which the experience of twelve 
years has proved to have been eminently wise and judicious, and which 
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was referred to, with commendation, in the last annual report of the 
Board, in respect to the expediency of commencing immediately the 
erection of substantial school-houses, in those parts of the city in which 
the most pressing necessity for them exists. 

The Trustees, in conclusion, beg leave to refer to former reports of 
the Board on this subject, and more especially, to the annual message 
of the Mayor, presented to the Councils in the month of October last. 

The Board concurs entirely on the subject of school-houses, and of 
their influence both on pupils and teachers, in the views presented by. 
Mr. Barnard, (who has done more than any other person to improve 
school architecture, and to whom the whole country is indebte 
for his services in the Public School cause,) and with which they conclude 
their report. There is a close connection between a good school-house 
and a good school; to make an edifice good for school purposes, it 
should be built for children at school, and their teachers; for children 
differing in age, size, sex, and studies, and therefore requiring different 
accommodations ; for children engaged sometimes in study, and some- 
times in recitation ; for children whose health and success in study 
require that they shall be frequently, and every day, in the open air 
for exercise and recreation, and at all times supplied with pure air to 
breathe ; for children who are to occupy it in the hot days of summer, 
and the cold days of winter, and to oceupy it for periods of time in 
different parts of the day, in positions which become wearisome, if 
the seats are not, in all respects, comfortable, and which may affect 
symmetry of form and length of life, if the construction and relative 
heights of the seats and desks which they occupy are not properly 
attended to; for children whose manners and morals—whose habits of 
order, cleanliness and punctuality—whose temper, love of study, and 
of the school, are in no inconsiderable degree affected by the attractive 
or repulsive location and appearance, by the inexpressive out-door ar- 
rangements, and the internal construction of the place where they spend 
or should spend a large part of the most impressible period of their 
lives. 

This place, too, it should be borne in mind, is to be occupied by a 
teacher, whose own health and daily happiness are affocted by most of 
the various circumstances above alluded to, and whose best plans of 
order, classifiéation, discipline and recitation, may be utterly baffled, or 
greatly promoted, by the manner in which the school-house may be 
located, lighted, warmed, ventilated, and seated.

NOTE. 


Since the presentation of the foregoing Report, the Secretary has re- 
ceived from the Principal of Rugby Academy, the following letter, in 
respect to the sale of that building to the city, which he begs leave to 
submit to the Councils, In addition to what Mr. Morison has said, it 
may be stated that by the removal of a few partitions, the building 
will afford ample space for four schools, each consisting, at least, of sixty 
pupils, and three primary schools, of one hundred and fifty pupils each. 
There would remain, besides, a hall for lectures and exhibitions, capable of 
seating five hundred persons, a parlor for visitors, and ten other rooms, 
well adapted for recitation rooms, for the reception of philosophical 
apparatus, minerals, for hats and clothes, &e. &c., some of which could 
hereafter, if necessary, be easily fitted for school-rooms, besides leaving 
good accommodation for the Janitor and his family, who should have 
the care of the building. 

Should the Corporation conclude to purchase the property, it is be- 
lieved the terms could be made satisfactory, both as regards the price, 
and the terms of payment. 

Wasurneton, April, 1855. 

Dear Sir: I beg leave to present the following particulars respect- 
ing the building known as Rugby Academy. When I drew the plans 
for the house, I designed establishing a High School of the first order. 
The house was intended to receive three hundred pupils, with accom- 
modations for seventy-five boarders. The building extends forty-four 
by ninety-four feet, and is four stories in height. The first floor 
consists of five rooms, one of which will accommodate sixty, and 
another, one hundred and fifty scholars. These rooms would be adapt- 
ed tothe grammar school. The second floor has a like number of 
rooms, and includes parlors, library, recitation room, and lecture 
room, These apartments are all large and lofty, being fourteen feet in 
the clear. The lecture room will form one of the finest school-rooms 
in the country, it will seat one hundred and fifty pupils. The reci- 
tation room is twenty feet square. This floor would accommodate the 
Department of the High School, The third floor consists of eleven 
rooms, these were designed as chambers in the front building, and reci- 
tation rooms in the back; if desired, these rooms can be thrown into 
one, which will seat one hundred and fifty of the primary pupils. The 
fourth story contains seven rooms, one of which will accommodate one 
hundred and fifty scholars; the recitation room adjoining is twenty 
feet square. Each school-room can have a small room for caps, cloaks, 
é&c., cut off from each landing. The building, by this arrangement, 
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will accommodate six hundred or more pupils, and allow recitation 
Tooms in each department. After deducting accommodations for school 
purposes, there remain dining room, kitchen, two parlors, and eight 
chambers, Above the fourth story, in front building, there is space for 
four garret rooms, at present unfinished. The grounds cover a surface 
of nearly eight thousand feet, Land can be purchased east of the 
property for a more extensive play-ground, gymnasium, &c. I send 
you a lithograph and plan of the house, which will give all necessary 
information. The property is extensive and well constructed, the foun- 
dation walls being of stone, and three feet thick, ‘The external walls are 
eighteen and fourteen inch throughout, partition walls nine inch. 
The flooring is of North Carolina, and the trimmings neat and 
massive, The window caps and sills are iron, marble, granite, é&c. 
There are two entrances and stair-ways, all necessary out-houses, purap 
of the best water in the yard, with large tank in fourth story. The 
work was done by the best mechanics, and materials used of the best 
quality. It will afford me pleasure to show the building to any one 
you may send to inspect it. I sincerely believe the property is one 
adapted to your purpose, it will afford accommodations to your pupils, 

with every comfort and convenience to a large number of Teachers.

Orrice or TRUSTEES OF THE PuBLIc ScHOoLs, 
Washington, February 13, 1855. 
To the honorable the Senate : ‘ 
and House of Representatives of the United States : 


The memorial of the undersigned, trustees of the public schools of 
Washington, in the District of Columbia, respectfully showeth : The 
memorialists have been entrusted, by the board of aldermen and com- 
mon council of the city of Washington, with the care and direction of 
the public schools within the limits of said corporation. They have 
had the satisfaction, in common with their fellow-citizens, of seeing the 
labors of their predecessors, and those who, in official stations or in 
private life, have been instrumental in establishing in this city the com- 
mon school system of education, and extending its blessings to all 
classes of the people, crowned with great success, considering the 
limited appropriations for this object under their control. The funds 
of the corporation, applicable to this purpose, are quite inadequate to 
erect commodious school-houses and furnish them with suitable books 
and apparatus, employ competent teachers, and provide for the instruc- 
tion of all the children of the city, many of whom seek in vain admis- 
sion into the public schools; consequently they are left, unaided and 
unfriended, to grow up in ignorance, exposed to temptation, to fall into 
crime, hereafter to become burdens to society, inmates of alms-houses 
and penitentiaries ; or, devoid of moral principles, to spread every- 
where the corrupting influence of vicious examples. 

Almost from the foundation of Washington the interests of education 
have occupied a prominent place in the municipal councils. Within 
five years after the removal of the general government here, in the year 
1800, the first public free school was established; at a period when 
the population of the city, including al classes, was less than 5,300; 
when it was burdened with an oppressive weight of taxation, arising 
from the heavy cost of levelling hills, draining marshes, filling up val- 
leys, opening avenues and streets of immense width and length, (which, 
with few exceptions, up to the present time, have been graduated, im- 
proved, and repaired out of the revenues of the corporation,) digging 
wells, conveying water, making pavements, building market-houses, 
infrmaries, and churches, providing for the various branches of the 
municipal government, erecting private abodes, and, in short, founding 
a metropolis which was planned on a scale befitting the capital of a 
great republic, and worthy the name that it bore; where, in the lan- 
guage of Mr. Webster, at the time the corner stone of the capitol was 
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In the year 1844 a law was passed, whic h is now in successful opera- 
tion, abrogating the old system, that provided only for the education of 
the children of the poor, and establishing in its place the common school 
system ; which is intended to provide, by a series of graded schools, 
as in New England and many of the middle, western, and southwestern 
States, for the education of all children of a suitable age to attend 
school; who commence 1n the primary schools, with the elements of 
learning, advance to higher branches, in the grammar schools; close 
their studies, preparatory to entering upon the active business of life, 
in the high school, as in Philadelphia, New York, Boston, and many 
other places, with minds enriched with large acquisitions of knowledge, 
strengthened by habits of moral training and intellectual discipline. 

The public §chools of Washington, as stated in the last annual report 
of the trustees, have been founded for the good of all our fellow-citi- 
zens, irrespective of sect or party; no distinction has been admitted. 
The rich and the poor have met together. The trustees, in the ap- 
pointment of teachers, have looked simply to the question of their 
fitness. ‘They have been like the rich sunlight, the outpouring foun- 
tain, the free unfettered air. In them are taught all the elements of a 
sound, thorough English (American) education ; wheneyer and wherever 
established, they are free from all sectarian and party influence, con- 
trolled upon the broadest and most liberal principles, granting exclu- 
sive privileges to none, extending equal benefits to all. 

The city of Washington has made large expenditures, considering 
its restricted sources of revenue, towards laying a broad foundation on 
which to build up a well considered system of public instruction. In 
this work the citizens are deeply interested ; and it so commends itself to 
their judgment that they have, within twelve years, increased the annual 
amount appropriated for this object more than one thousand per cent. 

In 1842 the expenditure by the corporation for school purposes was 
$1,755. There were at that time but two schools, two teachers, and 
about two hundred pupils. The expenditures for the year 1853-4 
amounting to $17,633; there are now twenty-four schools, thirty-seven 
teachers, and about twenty-two hundred pupils ; hundreds of children 

_ are waiting for admission, but cannot be received for want of school 
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accommodation. A large sum is now needed for the erection of school- 
houses, built upon the most eee plans, supplying them with suit- 
urniture, books, maps, and apparatus. iiss ; 
Gittens at PPesenclseh by the comporation are, with few reas 
wholly unsuited to the purposes for which they are cecupicgs am Pita 
generally too small for the accommodation of the pupils anc ee oe 
deficient in means of ventilation, and for the admission of light; 1 
some instances they are difficult of access, and in others ae 
grounds, except the public streets, for the recreation of the pup! a sa 
attractive, not to say repulsive, in their external appearance, an p ; 
sessing few of the means and instrumentalities of instruction, whic 
elsewhere are considered articles of prime necessity. ie 

The corporation possesses, in fee, only five school-houses, while it 
hires seventeen, at an annual rent of more than sixteen hundred dollars. 
Seventy-five thousand dollars are now wanted, to build and furnish a 
sufficient number of primary and grammar schools for the accommo- 
dation of the children who are now pupils in the public schools, (or 
who are waiting for vacancies to occur so as to be admitted therein,) 
and to erect and endow a high school, without which the public school 
system is incomplete. j 

For this large expenditure, the present and prospective means of the 
corporation are wholly inadequate, and the city is necessarily com- 
Peace to have recourse for aid to the general government, the local 

egislature of the district. ; ‘ 

In the last annual report uf the Secretary of the Interior to the Presi- 
dent, (see congressional documents, 2d session 33d Congress, No. 1, 
page 38,) he remarks: ‘The lots in the city belonging to the general 
government are now sold by the Commissioner of Public Buildings, 
and the proceeds expended for the improvement of the streets, nothing 
going into the treasury.” 

“The propriety is suggested of selecting such as may be necessary 
for the public use, and turning over the balance to the city authorities, 
to be exclusively devoted by them to the purposes of education. ‘This 
would relieve the department from all embarrassment in connexion with 
them, prevent private individuals from obtaining them on ez parte state- 
ments for a mere trifle, and would benefit a most worthy class of people.” 

Although the number and value of these lots cannot now be ascer- 
tained-with certainty, yet by reference to House Documents, Miscella- 
neous, No. 11, Ist session 33d Congress, it will be seen that the Com- 
missioner reported the number of them to be four hundred and eighty- 
seven, and a portion of these the present Commissioner has already sold. 

Some opinion may be formed of their present value from the report 
of the late Commissioner, on February 12, 1853, (see House Docu- 
ments, 2d session, 32d Congress, No. 20, page 20,) in which he states 
that he had sold four hundred and sixty-one lots, (almost one-half of 
the whole number then belonging to the government,) for the sum of 
$24,746 ; those that now remain are the refuse lots that have been in 
the market more than sixty years, and cannot be regarded as having 
any great value. 

It will also be remembered that by existing laws the proceeds arising 
from the sale of the city lots are applied to the improvement of the 
streets, so that should the proposed transfer be authorized by Congress, 
no advantage would accrue to the city of which it is not now possessed.

«A thorough knowledge of agricultural chemistry, especially when

« The citizens of the district look to Congress for that assistance - 
these particulars which others receive from the legislatures of the 
States; and the means of disseminating science and useful information 
thus established here, would advance the best interests of the country 
at large, and materially aid in perpetuating the blessings of. civil and 
religious liberty.” é hee : 

This recommendation of the Commissioner of the General Lang 
Office is entirely in harmony with the expressed opinions of the earlier 
Presidents of the United States on this subject. 

In the first annual address of Washington to the American Congress 
in 1790, he commended in strong terms to its favorable regard “the 
promotion of science and literature.” ast Knowledge” said he, “is in 
every country the surest basis of public happiness. In one in which 
the measures of government receive their impressions so immediately 
from the sense of the community as in ours it is proportionally essen- 
tial. To the security of a free country it contributes in ‘various 
ways. * * * * * * * * 
Whether this desirable object will best be promoted by affording aids 
to seminarwes of learning already established, by the institution of a national 
university, or by any other expedients, will be well worthy of a place 
in the deliberations of the legislature.” 

These suggestions of Washington, so full of practical wisdom, were 
repeatedly recommended to the consideration of Congress by Jeffer- 
son, Madison, and Monroe; the first of whom declared that ‘education 
is here placed among the articles of public care,” and pro osed that a 
“donation of lands” should be made by Congress (though it must re- 
quire, as he thought, an amendment of the Constitution) to provide 
means for instruction in “those sciences which, though rarely called 
for, are yetmecessary to complete the circle, all the parts of which 
contribute to the improvement.of the country, and some of them to 1ts 
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preservation.” Madison ‘“ presumed it not unseasonable to invite pe 
attention of Congress to the advantages of superadding to the means 0 
education provided by the several States a seminary of learning insti- 
tuted by the national legislature within the limits of their exclusive juris- 
diction, the expense of which might be defrayed or ul OE 
the vacant grounds within those limits.” ‘‘ Such an institution, a : e 
lieved, ‘claimed the patronage of Congress as a monument ol their 
solicitude for the advancement of knowledge, without which the Wee 
ings of liberty cannot be fully enjoyed or long preserved; as a mode 
institution in the formation of other seminaries; as a nursery of en- 
lightened preceptors; as a central resort of youth and Ne ain 
every part of their country, diffusing on their return examples of thos 
national feelings, those liberal sentiments, and those congenial manners 
which contribute cement to our Union and strength to the political 
fabric of which that is the foundation.” 

Grants of land for the endowment of schools and colleges have been 
frequently made by Congress, and no measure has been more uniformly 
cherished than the promotion of education among the masses in the 
new States and Territories. 

In the ordinance of Congress on the 20th of May, 1785, for ascer- 
taining the mode of disposing of lands in the western territory, it was 
ordained that “there shall be reserved the lot No. 16 of every town- 
ship for the maintenance of public schools within the said township.” 
This was sanctioned in an act passed on the 23d of July, 1787, grant- 
ing ‘powers to the Board of Treasury to contract for the sale of west- 
ern territory, as follows: The lot No. 16 in each township, or frac- 
tional part of a township, to be given perpetually for the purposes con- 
tained in said ordinance.’ The United States military tract, the Con- 
necticut reserve, and the military reservation, being Fag? tracts of 
country, and not included within the acts granting each sixteenth sec- 
tion for the use of schools within the township; but, notwithstanding, 
Congress, by an act approved on the 3d of March, 1803, granted other 
lands for the use of schoolsezw Seeert Cececes. 

The original proprietors of the Connecticut reserve, held by a grant 
from the State of Connecticut, whose title was derived, as it was 
claimed, from Charles the Second. As the United States owned no 
part of the Connecticut reserve, they selected lands in the United 
States military tract and added them for the use of schools in the Con 
necticut reserve ; and when it was found that these selections did not 
amount in the quantity of acres to one thirty sixth part of said reserve, 
Congress, by another act, dated June 19, 1834, made up said defi- 
ciency by selections from the unsold lands of the United States in the 
State of Ohio. 

The principle has thus been established of appropriating lands for 
schools, and, to a given amount, even in those parts of the United 
States in which there are no public lands, or not sufficient in amount 
to equal in quantity one thirty-sixth section. The magnificent grant of 
lands for schools to the new States and Territories, both on the Atlantic 
and Pacific sides of the Rocky mountains, according 4o an estimate 
obtained from the General Land Office, amounts to the enormous 
aggregate of 65,436,572 acres; and estimating the samé afithe Tini- 
mum price of $1 25 per acre, this land grant would Yepresent an 
aggregate value of $82,309,301 25. In addition to this unprecedented

common to other cities, is very great, and the citizens have taxed them. 
selves to the highest limit allowed by law in order to bear their Propor- 
tion of the expenses of the municipal government. It will be remem. 
bered that the original proprietors of the land on which the city of Wash- 
ington is laid out, conveyed the whole of it to the government, for a 

urpose of establishing thereon a national city, by whom the plan Was 
formed, the dimensions of the streets determined, without regard to the - 
interest, convenience, or will of the inhabitants, on whom have been 
entailed very heavy burdens in the execution of a plan calculated for 
the magnificent capital of a great nation. The streets and avenues are 
from 100 to 160 feet wide, and, in the aggregate, 264 miles in length. 
The inhabitants have themselves paid at least $700,000 in opening, 
grading, and improving them, which sum is about double the amount 
expended by the government on the streets and avenues of the city, a 
few only, viz: Pennsylvania avenue, New Jersey avenue, Louisiana 
avenne; Four-and-a-half and Seventh streets have been in part im- 
proved by.the general government. The corporation has laid down 
more than 3,000,000 superficial feet of brick pavement, about 25,000 
feet of flag footways, erected numerous bridges and culverts, expended 
large sums for the support of the poor and infirm, and also for public 
schools, &c., which will amount, in addition to the sum above men- 
tioned, to at least $2,500,000. 

Although the government of the United States has made liberal ex- 
penditures within the District of Columbia, it will be remembered that 
it pays no taxes, and it is therefore no more than proper that it should 
contribute something towards the support of the police and watch of 
the city, and the lighting and paving of the streets which pass around 
{ts own property, and which amounts to nearly as much as the private 
property. Had it paid taxes, it is stated on competent authority, the 
aggregate would have amounted to more than $2,500,000.

It will thus be secn, that two items, the interest on the city debt, 
and the expenses connected with the streets, alleys, &c., absorb a 
large proportion of the means of the corporation. 

By an agreement made on the 30th March, 1791, between nineteen 
of the original proprietors of the land on which Washington is situated, 
and the commissioners appointed on behalf of the United States, the 
whole area for the capital of the confederated States, amounting to seven 
thousand one hundred and thirty-four acres, was conveyed to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, to be laid off for a federal city, at his plea- 
sure, for the nominal sum of five shillings. One thousand five hundred 
and eight acres only were returned to the proprietors, which was about 
one-fifth part of the amount deeded to the United States. It thus 
appears that the United States acquired nearly four-fifths of the land on 
which the city stands, without having given therefor any pecuniary 
consideration. It was the understanding of parties, at the time the 
deed of cession was made, that the streets given to the United States, 
and claimed by them as tifeir exclusive property, to open and close at 
their own pleasure, and which claim has been sustained by a grave 
decision of the Supreme Court, would be improved and paid for by the 
United States. This understanding is clearly Pechpaiad by the whole 
tenor and action of the government prior to the year 1802, up to which 
period the government exercised exclusive control over the city. 
During the administration of Jefferson, it is stated, on high authority, 
streets were opened, bridges erected, and sidewalks paved and paid 
for out of the United States Treasury. Since the year 1848, under the 
construction given to the 12th and 18th sections of the act approyed 
17th May, 1848, that the proceeds arising from the sale of public lots

Should it be.deemed incompatible with the public interest to make'a” 
grant of public land, in conformity with the recommendations which 
have been referred to above, for ‘educational purposes” within this cit 
and district, the undersigned beg leave respectfully to suggest for Soi 
consideration, that out of the amount received into the public treasur 
of the United States, from the aggregate proceeds of the sales heretofore 
made ‘of ¢ity fots, by the general government, one-fourth part thereot 
shall be regarded as a'trust fund, set apart and loaned to the United States 
tresaury, of which the interest only, at the rate of six per cent, “a 
annum, shall be paid to the corporate authorities of this city, to be 
expended ‘by them solely for the purpose of supporting public’ schools 
within the city of W ashington.
